Examiner further suggested amending claim 12 to 
include that the pocket is moved outwardly of the cavity in order to overcome the prior art of record and make the 
claim allowable. Finally, Examiner suggested canceling claim 53 which would be redundant with the suggested 
changes to claim 12. Applicant's representative agreed to let the Examiner do an examiner's amendment to 
incorporate these suggested amendments and make the case allowable .
